Holt Identified As Muenter. 
Glen Cove, July 
7.—Frank 
Holt, 
who attempted to lake the life of J. 


P. Morgan, and who committed sui­ 
cide last night, was today identified 
as Erie Muenter, the Harvard instruc­ 
tor, who disappeared after being in­ 
dicted for murder of his wife, Leona, 
in Cambridge, Mass., in 1906.

Smith, state detective of the district 
attorney’s office of Middlesex county, 
Mass.; Theodore Hillier, an automo­ 
bile man, of Cambridge, and Arthur 
T. Brown, a Boston newspaper man. 
The identification of 
Holt

after the three men. Smith, Hillier 
and Brown, had made a careful exam­ 
ination of Holt’s body. 
Holt’s teeth 
were carefully examined by Smith, 
who stated the gold bridge in the up­ 
per jaw was the same as that in the 
mouth of Muenter. 
The Massachusetts state detective 
told the Nassau county authorities he

Story of the Suicide. 
Glen 
Cove, 
N. Y., July 7.—Frank 
Holt, the Cornell professor who shot

day, committed suicide last night by 
jumping from a jail window' to the

the court yard, 
about fifty feet below. 
Holt was under the guard of Jere­

Ryan, 
a jail attendant.

soundly, and Ryan, hearing a noise 
on the other side of the ceil tier, left 
his place in front of Holt’s open door 
and started to investigate.

Holt made these admissions when 
confronted by

in a bungalow, which he rented near 
here about ten <days ago.

Holt refused to say why he lied in 
the first place about the contents of 
the bombs and his movements.

refused to admit that he is the man, 
who, under the name of Hendrick, re­ 
ceived a shipment of 120 pounds of 
dynamite at Syosset, L. I., although 
George W. Carnes, station agent at 
that place, last night identified Holt 
as Hendrick. 
Throughout the day detectives from 
New York under Capt 
Tunney, of 
the detective bureau were working 
on a clue, which led them to believe 
that Holt was the man who received 
the dynamite and w'ho took it to the 
bungalow and there made a number of 
bombs. 
They were trying to trace 
a trunk full of bombs, which they had 
reason to believe Holt had shipped 
from the bungalow to some New York 
address. 
The detectives learned that Holt 
left the bungalow' last Friday morning, 
with the intention of taking the first 
train tow'ard New York. 
He missed 
it, but got the next one at 7:19 a. rn. 
The detectives recall that it was last 
Friday when Holt went to Washing­ 
ton and set off the

bomb. 
They learned that when Holt board­ 
ed the train he had a trunk and a 
suit case, which he had checked to
